The strikers walked out May 26 In 
a demand for an Increase from 45 
cents to 65 cents an hour, better

conditions,

water and elimination of child labor. 
Leon II. Schachter, president of 
Ijocal 56, assailed conditions of th* 
workers us “ primitive and unsani­ 
tary*

"the public is too damned dumb to know the difference. 
Americans are in a dangerous position where they 
should be increasingly on their guard, and they ought also 
to make more of an effort to understand what the real 
fuds are in public questions. 
l ake the milk issue, No doubt many have been led 
to think that the dairy industry went wholly out from 
under control when President truman vetoed the O P A . 
And many others think that the milk producers have en­ 
joyed considerably larger profits lintier the new prices. 
I his is just as wrong as tile idea which many New 
Dealers are circulating— that somehow it was the Repub­ 
licans, and not President I ruinan, wilt* vetoed the Com­ 
promise O P A Bill; a compromise plan, incidentally, which 
was heartily supported by leading Democrats. 
When O P A died, milk returned (in this State) to 
regulation by the Pennsylvania Milk Control Board,

higher prices at retail mean no higher profits to producers 
or dealers; they merely made the consumer pay for what 
tIi** subsidies had contributed.
